DKTKOIT, April 18.—Trouble between 


the water board and Polish laborere who 
refuse to do piece work was renewed to- 
day. A mob of 700 assembled just out- 
side the city limits, and when a small 
gang of workmen appeared they drove 
them away. The police force was in- 
HUfiicient to quell the disturbances, 
and with the laborers from the scene, 
the police received reinforcements. A 
ijcrkma riot occurred, revolvers and all 
sortaof weapons being used. Two poles 
were killed, and many persons were in- 
jured. Sheriff Collins was seriously 
hurt. 


DKTKOIT, April 18.—As a precaution 


against iin outbreak Sheriff Collins and 
live deputies went out Una morning to 
protect the men who wished to work. 
Work progressed on a small scale dur- 
injr tlie morning, but Engineer Williams 
becoming alarmed at the aspect con- 
sulted Hie commissioner shortly before 
noon and wan instructed to quit work 
for the time being. Before he returned 
rioting 
began, Sheriff 
Collins 
and 


Deputy Styakal, after telephoning for 
reinforcements, began to addreBB the 
mob. One of the Poles began an oppo- 
sition harangue. Tbe crowd thereupon 
started to annihilate tlie oflicera and the 
handful of laborers at work. 


At their advance tho oflicera drew 


their revolvers nnd lircd over tbe strik- 
ers' heads, but tbe mob came on and the 
next volley was fired into the crowd. 
Then tho officers retreated alowly, tiring 
as they went. Still the mob followed, 
one man dealing the sheriff a vicious 
blow on thu head with his shove). The 
other oflicera and laborers escaped, all 
beinu more or less pounded, but the 
helpless sheriff was brutally attacked. 
The mob then scattered, leaving the 
sheriff unconscious, Two of tho Poles 
were found dead. 
Sheriff Collins re- 


gained consciousness shortly after 3 
o'clock. He had a bad gash on the 
head, and almost bled to death from a 
lacerated leg. 


A score of i'oles are badly injured. 


Three will die 
.During the afternoon 


some twenty I'oles were arrested, which 
intensified the bitterness, nnd tho situa- 
tion is being discussed by erowdn of 
Poles in various parts of the city. H is 
rumored they will attack the jail to- 
night, hut thin is not believed. Kxtra 
ollicers are on duty to preserve the 
peace, whatever may happen. Many 
more arrutils are expected, foul il in dilli- 
c.ultto identify the leaders in the riot. 


Another shooting affair took ulace 


Hits evening in the rear of tho munici- 
pal court building. A crowd of 1'oleti 
had congregated, nnd Deputy Sherif!

DARING ROBBERY. 


WASHINGTON, April 18.—The house 


devoted the entire day to debate on the 
consular and diplomatic appropriation 
bills. It touched a wide variety of sub- 
jects and at times was brim full of in- 
teresting personalities. Tbe Hawaiian 
policy of the present administration 
came in for a good share of attention. 
The appointment of Van Alen as minis- 
ter to Italy provoked a very interesting 
dieuuseion. It was ridiculed by tbe He- 
publicans, who intimated that it was a 
direct reward for his $50,000 contribu- 
tion to the Democratic campaign fund. 
The Democrats, in defending the ap- 
pointment, tried to counter on the Har- 
rison administration by detailing the 
liistory of the $400,000 campaign fund 
raised by ex-Postmaster General Wunii- 
makcr. Later in the day Mr. Wise took 
up the authorship of quorum counting 
as a parliamentary and filibustering ex- 
pedient and quoted from the record to 
show that the lirst proposition in this 
line had been offered by J. Randolph 
Tucker, a Virginia Democrat, in 1880 
when it had been vigorous1/ opposed by 
Mr. Heed.

It would bo pre- 
sumptious for him to interpose his per- 
sonal judgment, which might be narrow 
and prejudiced, between the people and 
the information they seek. There is an 
implied contract between the newspaper 
and its readers that it elrnll supply ac- 
counts of the interesting and important 
events aa they occur. It should scarcely 
be necessary to sav. at this late day, 
that the chief function of the daily jour- 
nal ia to print the news. 
Tbe newspaper is not published as a 


moral agent, though it incidentally may 
accomplish much good. In its editorial 
columns it properly advocates what ite 
editor may believe to be for the public 
welfare, but in ita news columns it is 
bound to print the intelligence of the
